How to Make Jockeys 


It was a stroke of good fortune that 
we found Marshall Cassidy this week at 
his headquarters at The Jockey Club. 
He soon would be out of touch in Cali- 
fornia. We explained that we had taken 
a cup of borsch the other day with the 
John H. Clarks and that John had been 
turning over in his mind a plan which 
he thought was more practical than The 
Jockey Club’s for developing riders. And 
by the way, what had happened to The 
Jockey Club’s offer to establish a formal 
school for prospective jockeys? 

“The school. as a permanent installa- 
tion, is being held in abeyance,” Cassidy 
said. At the present time The Jockey 
Club is more taken with an idea of Eddie 
Arcaro’s, a plan which Cassidy seemed 
to think would provide an easier and 
more economical solution to the problem. 

Arcaro had proposed that The Jockey 
Club, rather than start from scratch with 
young boys, turn its attention to promising 
apprentices, lads which already had shown 
that they have the potential for becoming 
skillful riders. The Jockey Club could 
take 12 boys, 4 each from the eastern, 
central, and western states, and submit 
them to an intensive 3-month advanced 
school of riding. The apprentices would 
observe and be observed by top riders 
who would give them counsel; they would 
study the film patrol and would be criti- 
cized by other riders and by each other. 

The boys would live in the track’s 
dormitory, and the total cost to The 
Jockey Club probably would be no more 
than $75,000 a year, Cassidy said. 

What Clark had had in mind was on- 
the-job training sponsored by The Jockey 
Club and supervised by working horse- 
men. The Jockey Club would screen ap- 
plicants — youngsters who thought they 
wanted to become riders and who seemed 
to have the physical and mental attributes 
—and would place them wtih horsemen 
on the track. The boys would start at the 
bottom, with the basics of horsemanship, 
mucking out stalls, cleaning and caring 


for equipment, and walking hots. They 
would receive instruction in grooming and 
elementary veterinary care long before 
they ever would be put up on a horse. 

During this training, The Jockey Club 
would pay the youths a minimum mainte- 
nance salary, with the understanding that 
The Jockey Club would be reimbursed 
after the boys were given gainful employ- 
ment, either as exercise boys or as 
jockeys. Rather like a college’s student- 
loan program. 

“The first need is for good exercise 
boys,” Clark had said. “And from them 
there will be plenty of boys go on to be 
good jockeys.” (Max Hirsch once suggest- 
ed substantially the same kind of plan. 
In an interview published in The Blood- 
Horse of March 21, 1959, he said, “I have 
advocated a rule requiring each trainer 
to have an apprentice boy before he can 
get a license each year. In 2 years we 
would have plenty of help on the race 
tracks. . . . Some would become jockeys, 
some grooms, some exercise boys, trainers, 
stewards, mutuel clerks, and what have 
you. The main thing is to get new boys 
on the race track. There’s a shortage of 
top help, and this plan would give us 
help of a better caliber.”) 

Cassidy thought that Clark’s was a good 
enough idea, but he felt that it didn’t 
quite strike at the immediate problem. As 
he saw it, the need was for better riders, 
not more riders. And he hazarded that a 
regimen such as Clark had suggested 
might discourage a boy before he got 
far enough along in the program to appre- 
ciate what was being done for him. 

“The boys have to have immediate goals 
to interest them,” he said. In other words, 
many probably would run off before they 
had mastered the fundamentals. 

“This plan of Eddie’s I think has merit,” 
Cassidy said. “We might give it a try in 
California this winter.” 


Getting Most from Distance 


After reading Gordon Pepper’s piece 
on the Canadian racing season (see The 
Week’s Racing). we can scarcely refrain 
from a lusty we told you so. The Jockey 
Club, presided over by E. P. Taylor, this 
year concentrated on longer races, sched- 
uling more than 50 per cent of its races 
at a mile or more. and both the attendance 
and pari-mutuel totals set new records. 
Next year, according to the story, Taylor 
and Company will try to push the percent- 
age of longer races to 60 per cent. There 
is a moral here, which editor J. A. Estes 
has pursued many a time. 
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Greek Song sires an extremely high percentage of allowance races and placed third in the Durazna 
2-year-old winners from foals . . . over 70% of Stakes. In 1959 two of Greek Song's 2-year-olds 
his winners have won at two. In 1960 he has eight won stakes. 

2-year-old winners from sixteen foals . . . last 

year he was America's leading sire of 2-year-olds Now, add top stakes performances from such good 


with 20 2-year-old winners. All eight of Greek older horses as Countermand, Trumpet, Sea Hymn, 
Song's 1960 2-year-old winners have won at major Charm Song, Greek Spy, First Balcony (placed in 
tracks, Inbalance ran second to Itsa Great Day in stakes, 1960), and many, many others, and you 
the Seashore Stakes, and Narki Song has won six have a sire worthy of serious consideration.

The Week's Racing 


The Thoroughbred Racing Associations. 
following a suggestion from its member- 
ship that it employ an executive vice 
) president, last month gave the job to 
Spencer Drayton, and the decision this 
week precipitated the withdrawal from the 
TRA of 5 major race tracks. 


Those who withdrew their tracks from 
the management organization were Gene 
) Mori, representing Garden State and Hia- 
leah Parks; Mrs. Marjorie Lindheimer 
Everett, representing Arlington and Wash- 
ington Parks; and Hubert Howard, of 
Balmoral. 


The break with the TRA had been in 
the making for about 2 years. Although 
: the incident was not aired publicly, it was 
at a TRA convention of 1958 that Mori 
and the late Benjamin Lindheimer, father 
of Mrs. Everett, first threatened to with- 
draw from the organization. At issue at 
that time—and still at issue today—was 
Drayton’s leadership of the TRA’s Thor- 
’ oughbred Racing Protective Bureau and 
his influence as executive secretary of the 
parent organization. Drayton’s promotion 
to the newly created administrative post 
apparently was the last straw. 


By a strange trick of fate, it was Mori 
and Lindheimer, hoping to water down 
Drayton’s authority with the TRA, who 
had recommended 2 years ago the em- 
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. 5 Race Tracks Withdrawn From the TRA 
In Protest Against Drayton's 


ployment of an executive vice president 
to run the TRA’s business. 

After a meeting of the TRA board of 
directors. on Monday, November 28, presi- 
dent John Cella read the following pre- 
pared statement: 

“The TRA has received the resignations 
of Mr. Gene Mori, representing Garden 
State and Hialeah Parks, Mrs. Marjorie 
Lindheimer Everett, representing Wash- 
ington and Arlington Parks, and Mr. 
Hubert Howard, of Balmoral. 

“In accepting these resignations, we re- 
gret that the tracks that are represented 
will not continue to work with us in our 
national program for the betterment of 
Thoroughbred racing. 
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“This action is occasioned by a matter 
that arose 2 years ago. Mr. Lindheimer 
and Mr. Mori suggested that the TRA 
should have a permanent and paid presi- 
dent. This idea was accepted by our board 
and a committee was appointed to carry 
out the job. This committee was composed 
of John B. Kelly, Atlantic City; John 
Clark. New York Racing Association; 
Benjamin Lindheimer, Arlington and 
Washington Parks; and Robert Strub, 
Santa Anita. These gentlemen were about 
as capable as any that we can select from 
our ranks. After considering many persons, 
our committee recommended to the direc- 
tors and it was agreed by the directors 
that it would be better to continue with 
the program we have always employed. 

“The conclusion of the board of direc- 
tors was that Mr. Spencer Drayton, who 
has performed outstanding service as 
executive secretary of the TRA and presi- 
dent of its policing agency, the TRBP, 
continues to be our best possible executive 
officer under the president and board of 
directors of the TRA. 

“Such action was formalized recently 
by Mr. Drayton’s appointment as execu- 
tive vice president of the TRA. 

“Mr. Drayton become associated with 
TRA at the suggestion of Mr. J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the FBI, who had 
worked closely with Mr. Drayton. 
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“Mr. Hoover's faith in Spencer Drayton 
has been proven time and time again. Mr. 
Drayton’s programs and reforms in the 
racing industry are recognized throughout 
the world. He has performed a magnificent 
job in the field of security and over-all 
public relations. The board of directors of 
the TRA takes this opportunity of giving 
Mr. Drayton a vote of thanks for the 
splendid job he has done for racing. and 
hopes his association with the TRA will 
continue for many years.” 

Mori, Mrs. Everett, and Howard were 
not available for comment, but The Blood- 
Horse’s Lou DeFichy took the following 
statement from Drayton: 

“Why? I dont know. .. . Two years ago 
I was executive secretary of the TRA. I 
resigned the position a month ago, when 
the board asked me if I would accept the 
post as executive vice president. I agreed. 

“T don’t intend to be pushed around by 
Gene Mori, Mrs. Everett, or Hubert 
Howard.” 

Said John I. Day, publicity director of 
the TRA: “You can’t go on appeasing 
people forever. We can only assume that 
this is a reflection of the past concerning 
their recommendation of a paid president, 
but the question has always been finding 
the man and means of financing.” 

Cella said, “I am unhappy about the 
whole incident. I have nothing more to 
say than what I said yesterday.” 

And there the matter stood while the 
TRA went ahead with the business of its 
convention. 


MARYLAND 
Good Running, Bad Riding 


Battimore. It went down to the very 
last swing of the year, but Swaps has 
made it as a sire of a stakes winner. 

Primonetta, from the Polynesian mare 
Banquet Bell, engulfed a small and un- 
distinguished field of 4 opponents in the 
Marguerite Stakes at Pimlico for her 
fourth-straight victory. Despite the medi- 
ocrity of her opposition—only Calumet 
Farm’s Plum Cake had ever tried the mile 
and a sixteenth distance previously—Pri- 
monetta made a memorable impression. 
She glided from the gate effortlessly, rated 
easily on the lead, then drew off at Bill 
Hartack’s first asking to score by 5 lengths 
over Plum Cake, with Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s 
Rice Shower 10 lengths farther away. 

Hartack, who had fumed the week be- 
fore over the futility of a trip up from 
Florida to ride the colt Annihilation in the 
Pimlico Futurity, had one of the easiest 
rides of his life. Being Hartack, however, 
he did not have an easy day. To begin 
with, he arrived at Pimlico too late to ride 
his scheduled mounts in the first and sec- 
ond races. Pimlico officials waited until 
20 minutes before the first race, 15 min- 
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Primonetta, the first stakes winner for Swaps, led all of the way t 


utes before the daily-double windows 
closed, to announce a change of riders. 


The announcement, which pointedly 
mentioned that Hartack was aboard ‘a pri- 
vate plane, inferring that he was not con- 
cerned enough about the public to have 
assured a punctual arrival via public air- 
lines, evoked a chorus of vituperatives 
from the crowd of 18,800. Then, in the 
sixth race, Hartack finished third aboard 
the heavily favored Boncrist Farm 2-year- 
old Niksar, on which he had won at Pim- 
lico the previous Saturday, and the crowd 
let go again. 

“As long as I live,” the young man said, 
“I'll never understand the public. They 
can all go to . as far as I’m concerned. 
I'd do anything short of committing mur- 
der to win a race, but do you think they 
care? I’ve had them yell at me that I 
moved too late with a horse. Brother, I’ve 
ridden thousands of horses and that’s one 
thing I’ve never done. In fact, I may have 
moved too soon sometimes, but never too 
late. If it looks late, it’s because the horse 
didn’t want to move, not because I didn’t 
want to. 


“T shouldn’t let the crowd bother me? 
Well. when it doesn’t, I'll quit riding. I 
don’t know what they’ve got against me 
here.” 

Last spring. Pimlico’s press department 
had instructed its staff members to brook 
no rudeness from Hartack following the 
Preakness. in which he rode Venetian 
Way, the colt he had won the Derby with 
2 weeks earlier. 


The inter-office memorandum had been 
picked up by the press, who remembered 
Hartack’s post-Derby admonition that he’d 
answer any questions but silly ones. 

“T wish I could figure out why they 
don’t like me here,” he continued to muse. 
“T usually remember if I insult somebody, 
but I honestly don’t remember what I’m 
supposed to have done.” 

After thawing out, Hartack was expan- 
sive about the Swaps filly. “I let her go 
right to the lead,” he said, “and she was 
pounds the best. Yes, I hit her a couple 
of times in the stretch. She wasn’t facing 
anything today, but it won’t always be this 
easy. I wanted to see how she’d react to 
getting hit, and I wanted to get her used 
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to it in case I have to dig into her some 
time in the future.” 


Steve Brooks, who made the only threat- 
ening gesture aboard Plum Cake when 
they got to within 2 lengths of Primonetta 
heading into the far turn, had had some 
trouble early, although he quickly admit- 
ted that the result would have been the 
same. 


“She tried to bolt at the first turn,” the 
veteran said. “Then I got carried out by 
somebody.” 


The somebody was Panamanian jokey 
Jose Ulloa, on Rice Shower, and the inci- 
dent marked the third-straight Pimlico 
stakes in which Ulloa had drawn criticism 
from other riders. The previous week, in 
the Futurity, Larry Adams, on Leonard 
P. Sasso’s Busher’s Beauty, said that he 
had hollered to Ulloa to give him room— 
and had gotten only a smile in return from 
the non-English speaking youngster. But 
on Thanksgiving Day came the most seri- 
ous incident. 

The Sa-Je Stable’s Harmonizing had 
gone to the post a 7-10 favorite in the 
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mile-and-a-half Dixie Handicap, on the 
grass. Second choice in the betting was the 
Morris Dixon-trained entry of Conestoga, 
ridden by Arthur Chambers, and *Mystic 
II, ridden by Ulloa. As expected, Mrs. 
Stephen C. Clark Jr.’s Shield Bearer 
sprinted to the front as John Ruane took 
Harmonizing well back into the pack. First 
John S. Burrows’ Dirce, then Winston F. 
C. Guest’s Italian-bred *Pier Capponi 
took shots at Shield Bearer. and both fell 
short. Going into the final turn of Pim- 
lico’s tight but cushiony course, Cones- 
toga had the rail in the second flight, with 
Harmonizing directly behind and *Mystic 
II outside of them both. 

Conestoga was making the biggest move 
when he suddenly almost fell. Ruane 
necessarily was forced to snatch up on the 
reins to keep from running right over 
Conestoga. 

From out of the jam came *Mystic II 
to take up the chase after Shield Bearer. 
At the head of the stretch, it looked hope- 
less for Harmonizing, but he began run- 
ning again and closed a near-incredible 6 
lengths on Shield Bearer in the final fur- 


long, nosing out *Mystic II for the place, 
but still losing by a length and a half. 

“The horse in front of me almost went 
down,” Ruane complained. “This is a 
funny horse. Once you get him in real 
running stride, you have an awful tough 
time if he has to break it. I couldn’t seem 
to get him running again until the eighth- 
pole, and he was really flying, but it was 
too late.” 


Chambers was mystified. “We were 
saving ground,” he said, “when all of a 
sudden somebody plowed into me. I 
thought for sure we were going over the 
hedge. Who hit me?” 

Neither Ruane nor Chambers knew until 
after the race that the horse which had 
bumped Conestoga heavily was *Mystic 
II, Conestoga’s stablemate. Ulloa’s only 
offering, through an impromptu interpre- 
ter near the paddock, was “I bust through 
and try to catch the winner, but I no can 
make it.” 


The victory for Shield Bearer, a re- 
markably consistent campaigner, was the 
very first in a stakes, and it left Mr. and 
Mrs. Clark and trainer Sidney Watters Jr. 
beaming in the winner’s circle. 

But the happiest trainer of the Pimlico 
week was Jim Conway, after Primonetta’s 
gallop. “We'll van her out for Florida in 
the morning.” he said. “Yes, ’m anxious 
for her to meet better fillies. She has 
never been worse than first at any stage 
of her races. but I don’t think she'll run 
any differently, even if she can’t get to the 
front. In her second race, she’d been away 
for 45 days after breaking her maiden, and 
a good filly (Shimmy Dancer) of Mr. 
Fitz’s hooked her for half a mile. But she 
just kept digging in and drew off. No, 
I’m not going into that old Swaps-Nashua 
argument again. Just say that I’m satis- 
fied with the Swaps 2-year-olds I’ve got.” 

Primonetta is the fourth Swaps to race 
for Darby Dan Farm owner John W. 
Galbreath, and all have won. 

“I honestly don’t remember who de- 
cided to breed Banquet Bell to Swaps,” 
he said. “Mr. Gentry, the farm manager, 
and I pour over the bloodlines by the 
hour, and I guess we decided on this 
mating between us. We have 14 Swaps 
yearlings that are being broken right now, 
and all but 3 are the same color as their 
sire, either red chestnuts or dappled dark- 
er ones like Primonetta. This first crop 
is certainly encouraging.”

NEW YORK 
The Richest 


The richest consolidated stakes program 
in the history of Thoroughbred racing 
was released this week by the New York 
Racing Association. The program calls for 
89 added-money events for a total value of 
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$3,800,000. A complete list of the events 
is given in a 2-page advertisement on 
pages 1342-43 of this issue. 

John W. Hanes, chairman of the board, 
said that, in addition, the NYRA would 
offer a $10,000 overnight purse each day 
there was no flat or jumping stakes on 
the card. “In this way, we can provide 
the highest quality of racing cbtainable 
for New York, which it certainly de- 
serves,” he said. 

There will be 8 $100,000-added events, 
and one—the Belmont Stakes—for $125.,- 
000. 

The 114-mile Coaching Club American 
Oaks, raised from $75,000 added to 
$100,000 added, was set up as the final 
feature of a “new triple crown for fillies.” 
The supporting events in this series are 
the one-mile Acorn Stakes and the 11%- 
mile Mother Goose Stakes. There will be 
a combined nomination for the 3 races, 
Hanes said. 

Dividing the program into age divisions, 
there will be 20 stakes worth $745,000 for 
2-year-olds, 20 for $1,040,000 for 3-year- 
olds, and 49 worth $2,015,000 for older 
horses. In the older division, there will be 
1] turf events worth $385.000. 

This year’s program in New York 
scheduled 87 stakes with a total added- 
money value of $3,690,000. 
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Clear Road, a 3-year-old Hasty Road filly, went ahead at the far turn, then 
held off *Soldadesca (outside) to win the 1-mile Firenze Handicap by a nose. 


Best Form at 9 


New York. With most of the best horses 
either resting on their past performances 
or already gone west or south for the 
winter, there is something of a void in the 
last days of the New York racing season. 
A point of interest can usually be found, 
however, if one keeps his eyes open, and 
such was the case on Friday of last week 
when Dr. Martin O. Kaplan’s engaging 
9-year-old mare Eternal Mark, which had 
failed to conceive at stud last winter, won 
her eleventh race of the season. Trained 
by New England’s top hand, George R. 
Handy. the elderly daughter of Eternal 
Reward, running for a $7,000 claiming 
price and giving 3 to 6 years to everything 
else in the field, led nearly every step of 
the mile to win by a nose. The victory, 
her 19th placing in 22 starts this year, 
raised her season’s earnings to $23,765. 
Since she had won only 3 of her 16 races 
last year, earning $9,775, it appears that 
she has improved with age. which is al- 
ways a pleasant discovery. 


Eternal Mark had been working mostly 
at Lincoln Downs and Narragansett, until 
she was shipped to Aqueduct for this one 
race, her first mile engagement of the 
season. So serious had Handy been about 


the race, he brought jockey Norman Mer- 
cier to New York for the assignment. 


When the race was over we trudged out 
to Handy’s barn for a word. 


“Class and heart,” trainer Handy said, 
“she’s all of that. I don’t know a mare in 
the country with a record like her, or as 
game. 


“We tried to breed her, but she couldn’t, 
so we started to run her in races cheap. 
We ran her for a claiming price of $3,250 
in the spring at Rockingham and she won. 
Then we ran her back from $4,000, up to 
$7,000, and she kept bringing home pay- 
checks. 

Handy, who led New England trainers 
with 67 winners, said, exuberantly, “She’s 
the gamest mare in the country. When- 
ever she runs, she never gets beat bad. 
The 3 times she was out of the money was 
overconfidence. Part of the blame is the 
jock, Norman Mercier. But I can’t com- 
plain too much. He’s been with me since 
he lost his bug 8 years ago, and he’s been 
on this mare in all her races this season. 
Why he even came here just to ride the 
horse. How many jockeys will do that? 
Usually they come to New York just for 
a stake commitment.” 

How did Handy keep the old mare 
sound? He wouldn’t be explicit beyond 
saying. “I’ve had a lot of luck with bad- 
legged horses. We work on her legs daily, 
and just breeze her in works. That’s the 
pattern.” 

The chestnut mare, bred by Samuel D. 
Hinkle. was sold to Dr. Kaplan by Mrs. 
M. Chadbourne. She had gone very lame, 
and the price was not much. 

“T bought her in November of last year,” 
said Kaplan, a Rhode Island veterinarian. 
“I took her to my farm for breeding, but 
she wouldn’t conceive. Then on the advice 
of my trainer, Handy, we decided to return 
her back to the races. He picked her up 
in March, and she’s been running ever 
since.” 

Eternal Reward has worked hard nearly 
all her life. Including her appearance at 
Aqueduct, she has gone to the post 81 
times over 6 seasons. She was unraced at 
2. This has been her best year. 


Handy had 22 Thoroughbreds when a 
fire this summer almost wiped out his 
stable. He lost 14 head in the Narragan- 
sett blaze—7 dead and 7 injured. 

The 38-year-old trainer, crestfallen over 
the setback, doggedly worked to re-estab- 
lish his stable. With the help of the 
HPBA, he launched a comeback that main- 
tained his pace as leading trainer. 

His wife owns a 3-year-old Cassis filly 
named Candy House which won $19,810 
and 8 races in 22 starts. All money won 
goes to a school fund annuity for their 3 
children: Debbie, 7; George, 6; and Me- 
lissa, 2. 

Handy has another handy horse, this 
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one too, owned by Kaplan, named Mike 
Hudson Jr., a substantial stakes winner. 
It appears, without a doubt, that Handy 
is the handiest man with horses around

CANADA 
Distance Paid Off 


Toronto. Ontario’s 196-day Thorough- 
bred season closed at Woodbine on No- 
vember 24, and fans and officials had to 
stand on tip-toes to scan the final figures. 

There never had before been a season 
like it. Wagering totaled $90.215,665 (up 
$5.352.825 from 1959’s_ previous high), 
with attendance hitting 1.697.075 (1959 
total was 1.598.443). Wagering showed a 
6.30 per cent increase, attendance a 6.16 
per cent increase. 

Biggest single meeting increase was 
shown at the final 46-day session at the 
Malton area course, 16 miles northwest of 
this city of 1,700,000. Attendance was up 
28.739 over last year’s same meeting, 
though it had been one day shorter than 
this year’s. Betting totaled $20,519,284 
for an increase of $2,771,473 over 1959 
figures. 

Jockey Club Limited, sole operators of 
all Thoroughbred and all of the 53-day 
harness race meeting in Ontario, streesed 
a schedule of more distance racing this 
year, hitting just above its announced 
intention of running 50 per cent of its 
races at a mile or over. Next year, the 
plan is to hit 60 per cent at a mile or 
over, 

Blessed with above-normal temperatures 
and with only 6 days of the 46-day ses- 
sion conducted in rain, the success of the 
fall meeting may give pause to J. C. 
directors who have apparently already 
voted to complete next year’s Ontario sea- 
son at the three-quarter-mile Old Wood- 
bine track, which will have been fully 
rebuilt by that time. 

Dates, while they've been drawn up, 
have not yet been submitted to the On- 
tario Racing Commission for final ap- 
proval. Old Woodbine is right in town, 
and when the days are shorter and the 
post is earlier, many argue, a final meet- 
ing at the old plant would surpass one 
at the new track. 

As he had done a year ago, Mrs. M. J. 
Boylen’s *Calais II, an English-bred 5- 
year-old, whipped the opposition in this 
year’s closing-date handicap, the 1%4-mile 
Valedictory. He was sorely tested this time, 
winning by a nose from *Grey Monarch, 
owned by Jockey Club president, E. P. 
Taylor. The time was 2:5714, just a fifth

Donald Ford’s and John Kelty’s Iron Rail had 
been away from competition 10 weeks, recovering 
from injuries he received in the World’s Play- 
ground Stakes, when one of the runners ran up 
on his heels. But he was ready for the Alligator 
Handicap, and the bettors made him an odds-on 
choice. 

The favorite was rated in third place, close to 
the pace of Roman Note, for the first half-mile. He 
went wide on the final turn, but closed rapidly to 
wear the leaders down in the final furlong, win- 
ning by nearly 2 lengths. 

Iron Rail was sold by his breeder, Mrs. Alex G. 
Campbell Jr. for $2,900 to Donald Ford at the 
1959 Keeneland fall sales. He ran for claiming 
prices of $5,000 and $9,000 at the Fair Grounds, 
and broke his maiden for a claiming price of 
$10,000 on March 9 at Gulfstream Park. He won 
the Cherry Hill Stakes by 10 lengths and in his 
next start whipped Hail to Reason in the Juvenile 
Stakes, running the 5 furlongs in new track-record 
time. He was unplaced in the Sapling Stakes, won 
the Junior Derby at Miles Park, and then was 
fourth in the Sapling and Prairie State Stakes. 

Iron Rail’s yearling half-brother, by Second 
Avenue, was sold by Jonabell Farm, agent, for 
$10.000 to the Ford Stable at the 1960 Keeneland 
fall sales. The dam Jackie Lee (which is again in 
foal to *Promethee) and her yearling colt by 
Second Avenue are owned by the Cabelery Stable 
of Alex Campbell Jr., John A. Bell UI, and J. T.

Shield Bearer at 2 finished second in his only 
start, and the following year won 3 races. He 
began the 1959 season running in hurdle events 
and placed 4 times in 5 starts, finishing out of 
the money only in the Belmont National Spring 
Maiden Hurdle Stakes.

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had a 3-inch cushion, and “ a lot of people 
complained it was too fast,” Henry said. 
“So this year we’ve got a 4-inch cushion. 
That’s about right, far as I’m concerned. 
Four inches is enough. so’s a horse won't 
get stung. A too-deep track is worse than 
a fast track for breaking down horses. 

“Good horses will run fast over a 4-inch 
cushion; bad horses will run slow. That’s 
the way it should be. I don’t like to see 
ordinary horses going in :09 and I don't 
like to see good horses going in :13. 

“Course. you can make a track what- 
ever you want. Or what the management 
wants. It only takes one day to make it 
like concrete or cut it up so’s it’s like a 
swamp.” 

Henry has lived in a little house behind 
the Tropical stable area, just off the 
grounds, since 1935. During the Tropical 
season he begins work at 6 a.m. and 
usually finishes about 8 p.m. 


“Rough hours? You’re damn right they 
are. I don’t even get home to eat when 
the track is running. You never know 
when or if you'll make it. I can’t leave 
my wife waiting an hour every time, and 
that’s what would happen.” 

Henry has been married to his child- 
hood sweetheart for 42 years. 

“Went to grade school together in Jack- 
sonville (Fla.), right in the same grades 
together. A little Irish girl, Robbie. She 
loves racing, too. We’ve been together 
right from the start, done everything to- 
gether. I’m mighty thankful.” 

The Collinses have one daughter, who is 
married to trainer Cy Butler. The Butlers 
also have one daughter, who is married 
to jockey Jesse Parsons. 

Henry is responsible for the mainte- 
nance of the racing strip (“that’s the most 


important thing of all”) and every inch 
of the 350-acre plant. 

Does he get to watch the horses run? 

“Every race I can get to.” 

Does he wager? 

“All the time.” 

How does he do? 

“Fair.” 

From the tone of his voice, he does a 
bit better than that. 

Returning to the subject of Tropical’s 
racing strip, Henry said it was_ better 
than most. “For one thing, we’ve never 
once put sand on the track so long as 
I’ve been here. I think it’s bad. It makes 
a track cuppy, and it breaks out from 
under the horses. The other tracks keep 
throwing it down. I won't. 

“When I first got here the track was 
new, and you could really work it. There 
was plenty of soil on it. But it’s gradually 
worn away. I told Vick and Saul if they 
don’t have it resurfaced next year they 
won't have anything for the horses to run 
on.” 

Henry has had the track resurfaced 
twice — over the years —a job involving 
5.000 cubic yards of soil. 

“It’s costly all right.” 

Is that why the job wasn’t done this 
year? 

“T expect so.” he said, grinning. 

Henry’s foreman, Guy Norman, has 
worked for him since 1935. 

Collins does not consider his job a 
hard one. “It’s not the work that gets 
you, it’s the grief.” 

Would he be specific? 

“No, I'd rather not. You can say that 
the guys that give you the trouble are the 
newcomers who don’t know what the hell 
it’s all about.

Progress in Research 


The following report on virus research 
at the University of Kentucky was pre- 
pared for the Grayson Foundation. 


Dr. E. R. Doll, Department of Animal 
Pathology at the University of Kentucky, 
in charge of the equine virus research 
sponsored by the Grayson Foundation, re- 
ported 10,078 vaccinations administered 
during the year to 5,906 horses. Of these, 
5,239 horses were on farms, 3.487 in Ken- 
tucky and 1,752 in other states. A _ total 
of 567 horses in training were inoculated 
for the first time to study the effect of 
vaccinating racing stock. Investigations on 
rhinopneumonitis included abortions by 
mares, respiratory infection of young 
horses and racing stock, and laboratory 
studies. 

This was the second year of the pro- 
gram of live virus nasal vaccination of 
mares, foals, weanlings, and yearlings. 
Twenty-eight farms had participated both 
years for a total of 955 pregnant mares. 
There were 2 abortions (.21 per cent loss) 
caused by native virus and not by the 
vaccine. Eleven farms in the first year of 
the program, with 423 pregnant mares, 
had 16 virus abortions (3.7 per cent); 


7 of these (1.6 per cent) appeared to be 
due to the vaccine, 9 (2.1 per cent) were 
due to a native virus. Ten farms that 
had not vaccinated reported 21 abortions, 
with an outbreak of 8 on one farm. 
For the 2 years, there were 2,218 pregnan- 
cies subjected to the virus vaccine, 28 
abortions (1.25 per cent) with 10 appear- 
ing to be caused by the vaccine (.45 per 
cent) and 18 (.8 per cent) due to a 
native virus and not because of the vac- 
cine. All abortions caused by the vaccine 
occurred in the first year of the program. 
During the same 2 years there were 47 
abortions from rhinopneumonitis virus by 
non-vaccinated mares on 25 farms. 

The following conclusions seem justified 
in regard to use of the vaccine on breed- 
ing farms. There is little danger of initial 
use of the vaccine virus causing abortion 
in areas where horse farms are situated 
in close proximity and the disease is en- 
demic, as in central Kentucky. Also. 
there seems to be little danger of the vac- 
cine virus causing abortion after initial 
use on large farms with a mobile popula- 
tion of horses. The probability of abortion 
after initial use increases for small, iso- 
lated, closed farms, but the extent of 
danger is not known and is unpredictable.

The immunization procedure appears to be 
safe and effective in the second and, in 
all probability, for succeeding years of 
constant adherence to the recommended 
program. 

Further laboratory tests are being run 
to obtain additional modifiication of the 
vaccine virus for reducing those abortions 
caused by the vaccine in the first year 
of the program. The data already ac- 
cumulated show the desirability of vac- 
cinating early in October to obtain ad- 
vantage of the apparent safety of exposure 
early in pregnancy. Delaying vaccination 
until November cannot be recommended. 
It is well to keep in mind that this pro- 
gram is based on actually giving the 
horse the disease in a mild form. The ob- 
ject has been to obtain a degree of modi- 
fication allowing the virus to be used 
safely in pregnant mares, but to retain 
sufficient infectivity to obtain serviceable 
protection against respiratory infection in 
young horses. The program, as it is de- 
signed and practiced, is a plan for intro- 
ducing infection at times when there is 
least probability of causing abortion by 
mares, or interference with training and 
racing of younger horses. 

Working along parallel lines, and one 
step behind, sucklings, weanlings, and 
yearlings are vaccinated with the mares 
on the farm to build up their immunity 
to the respiratory phase of this disease. 
The immunity to reinfection of the res- 
piratory tract is relatively short, 3 to 6 
months. Young horses vaccinated on the 
farm develop high levels of antibody at 
the end of the series, and are conditioned 
so that subsequent inoculations with the 
vaccine virus at intervals of 3 to 6 months 
do not cause symptoms, fever, or hemata- 
logical disturbance. This situation may 
be expected under any practical usage 
when horses are handled so that there 
is no unusual or extreme stress immediate- 
ly after vaccination. Presently, the pros- 
pects for young horses appear to be that 
a permanent immunity cannot be accom- 
plished, but that periodic inoculations 
during rest periods will provide useful 
protection against exposure at race tracks. 

There is a time lag on obtaining results 
on young horses vaccinated in this manner, 
but significant numbers are now going 
into racing where benefit may be demon- 
strated in suppression of respiratory in- 
fections caused by the rhinopneumonitis

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virus. A most significant step along these 
lines was taken last December 7-8, when 
the Standardbreds in training at Ben 
White Raceway. Orlando, Fla., were vac- 
cinated through the co-operation of Dr. 
D. Y. Kirkpatrick and the trainers at the 
center. These included 175 yearlings in a 
total of 450 horses from 27 different sta- 
bles. Some of these had received vaccine 
previously. some not. They came from 
42 farms locatd in 12 states and Canada. 

These horses were being worked at the 
time the vaccine was given and _ their 
training was not interrupted. There were 
no reports of undesirable reactions or 
complications. During the last 2 weeks 
in March. 3 months after the vaccination, 
there was an outbreak of respiratory 
disease at the Raceway. This was char- 
acterized by fever, cough, and in some 
horses a nasal discharge. The fevers 
seldom exceeded 1 or 2 degrees when the 
horses were kept at rest; but if worked. 
the fevers were increased to 3 to 5 degrees 
and coughing was more severe and fre- 
quent. Unfortunately, we were not suc- 
cessful in recovering a virus from the 
affected horses. Reports this fall from 
the veterinarian, trainers, and owners of 
these horses have been most encouraging. 
They generally felt the vaccine was help- 
ful in lessening the severity of the epi- 
demic in March at the Raceway. Once 
they came North on the circuit, the horses 


were free of influenza. while horses from 
other areas which were not vaccinated 
were plagued with the usual 2-year-old 
coughs and complications. This program 
will be continued for the second year. 

It should be remembered that respira- 
tory diseases result from a variety of 
causes; also that it is quite difficult and 
often impossible to specifically identify 
the cause of respiratory infections of 
horses. 

The vaccine for rhinopneumonitis will 
prevent or suppress only infection by the 
rhinopneumonitis virus. It will not elimi- 
nate respiratory diseases of horses. Those 
respiratory infections resulting from other 
causes will continue to occur even if the 
rhinopneumonitis vaccine were entirely 
satisfactory. 

Backing up this field testing, the ex- 
perimental laboratory work continues to 
further refine the vaccine, to reduce the 
incidence of abortion to initial exposure 
and other studies to give us a fuller 


understanding of the nature and ramifica- 
tions of this disease. 


The blood serums of 5 mares flown 
from England were tested for antibodies 
as soon as they arrived. The titers indi- 
cated a remote infection by the rhino- 
pneumonitis virus. Two lots of serums 
from Australia were tested with similar 
results. This is significant as there have 
been no reports of rhinopneumonitis virus 
abortion in England, and Australia has 
been considered free of equine influenza 
and abortion from virus infection. 


Tissue culture systems have been added 
to the laboratory techniques. This has 
been needed for a long time and is an 
important aid in the study and diagnosis 
of virus diseases. Viruses can now be 
grown and studied in test tubes, greatly 
reducing the number of experimental 
horses needed. This system has been used 
in equine viral arteritis with promising 
results in the preliminary stages. Two 
isolation units built under a grant from 
the Keeneland Foundation have been put 
in use this past year. 

The plans for the coming year will con- 
tinue along the same lines with no major 
changes anticipated. This is based on a 
third year of field testing, with the neces- 
sary study and evaluation, laboratory 
work to further refine the present vaccine 
and to investigate other phases of virus 
diseases of the horse.
